HEALTH  VISITORS 


Miss  N.  L.  Jones  is  the  health  visitor  covering  the  Newtown  area  and 
Mrs.  Robinson  is  the  health  visitor  for  the  Machynlleth  and  surrounding  area. 

It  has  been  decided  to  re-organise  the  nursing  services  and  it  is  hoped  to  change 
the  districts  in  1963,  so  that  there  will  be  full  time  health  visitors  only. 

HOME  HELP  SERVICE 

This  is  certainly  an  excellent  service,  where  home  helps  are  available  in 
certain  cases  such  as  sickness,  home  confinements  and  the  care  of  the  aged  in 
their  homes.  It  is  especially  in  the  care  of  the  aged,  that  this  service  has  been 
so  widely  used  - old  people  are  helped  in  tfeeir  homes  with  cleaning,  washing  and 
preparing  of  meals  etc.  It  certainly  has  kept  many  people  out  of  hospital  or  in 
chronic  sick  accommodation  which  is  in  such  desperately  short  supply.

Machynlleth  Chest  Hospital  - Every  Wednesday,  10.00  a.m. 

VACCINATION  AGAINST  SMALL -POX . 

In  a normal  year  the  number  of  vaccinations  against  small-pox  which  are  carried 
out  are  comparatively  few.  This  procedure  is  normally  carried  out  by  the  General 
Practitioners,  but  I do  vaccinate  at  Machynlleth  Clinic.  In  general  mothers  are 
encouraged  by  the  Health  Visitor  to  have  a normally  healthy  child  vaccinated  and 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  we  encourage  vaccination  after 
the  first  birthday,  i.e.  in  the  child’s  second  year. 

During  1962,  there  was  a fairly  severe  outbreak  of  small  pox  in  South  Wales 
and  many  people  in  this  area  asked  their  doctors  for  vaccination. 

In  the  area  covered  by  this  report,  1,800  primary  vaccinations  and  2,262 
re-vaccinations  were  carried  out. 

PROTECTION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA,  WHOOPING  COUGH.  TETANUS  AND  POLIOMYELITIS 

Yet  another  routine  was  adopted  in  1962  in  the  procedure  for  immunisation 
and  the  following  scheme  is  at  present  in  current  use  in  the  County  Council 
clinics,  and  at  rural  schools.

Once  again  it  is  my  duty  to  present  for  your  information  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  in  your  urban  district,  for  the  year  1962, 

There  were  no  staff  changes  in  the  Health  Department  in  1962. 

Vital  Statistics 

There  were  73  births  in  1962,  41  boys  and  32  girls,  giving  a birth  rate  of 
13.44  per  1,000  population.  This  number  includes  five  illegitimate  babies  - one 
boy  and  four  girls. 

There  were  fourteen  confinements  at  home. 

There  were  two  still  births  and  four  premature  births. 

There  were  no  deaths  of  infants  in  the  first  year  of  life. 

There  were  84  deaths  giving  a rate  of  15 *47  per  13000  population. 

National  As si  stance  Act,  1947 

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  47  of  this  Act, 

Water  Supply 

The  Council  continued  to  act  as  agents  for  the  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board 
until  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

On  the  whole,  supplies  were  adequate  and  satisfactory,  until  the  very  end 
of  the  year  when  severe  cold  weather  started  off  a period  when  water  conditions 
were  extremely  difficult  in  the  town,  with  many  properties  without  a water  supply 
but  as  the  conditions  grew  worse  in  1963,  these  will  be  reported  on  more  fully 
in  the  report  for  1963* 

Housing 

A block  of  twelve  flatlets  for  elderly  people,  including  a warden's  flat 
was  completed  and  the  accommodation  was  let  to  tenants  approved  of  by  the  County 
Council  Welfare  Committee.  This  block  was  based  on  the  Ministry  booklet  regarding 
housing  of  the  aged  - it  is  heated  by  gas-fired  central  heating,  equiped  with  a 
laundry  and  a furnished  guest  room  and  has  four  bathrooms  and  eight  W.C's. 

No  other  council  houses  were  built. 

Throughout  the  year,  discussions  were  carried  on  with  the  architect, 
regarding  the  Maesyrhandir  Development,  The  final  scheme  envisages  five  hundred 
houses  and  industrial  development.  The  land  already  in  the  Council' s possession 
will  cater  for  three  hundred  and  sixty  four  units  of  accommodation  and  the  develop- 
ment is  planned  in  six  phases. 

The  first  two  phases  deals  with  one  hundred  and  eighty  houses  and  the  Council 
are  going  ahead  with  these. 

The  need  for  these  houses  is  still  urgent.  There  are  many  bad  houses  in  the 
town  and  I am  regularly  being  asked  by  people  to  come  and  see  the  poor  and  often 
deplorable  conditions  under  which  they  are  living. 

Sewers 

Yfork  was  started  on  the  construction  of  a storm  water  sewer  to  relieve  the 
foul  sewer  in  Pool  Road.  The  river  crossing  at  the  King's  Bridge  was  stabilised. 
Yifork  was  commenced  at  the  sewage  farm  on  the  construction  of  distribution  channels, 
pump  house  and  pumping  well. 


Also  routine  maintenance  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out 


Refuse  tip. 


This  is  maintained,  satisfactorily  and  gave  rise  to  no  undue  complaints  in 
the  year. 


Both  the  privately  owned  slaughterhouses  are  now  up  to  the  required  standard 
under  the  Cruelty  and  Hygiene  Regulations,  One  of  them  is  a completely  new  "building. 

Once  again  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  my  fellow  officers 
on  the  Council  Staff  who  help  me  in  many  way s in  my  work  to  maintain  the  health 
of  this  town, 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Council  for  its  good  wishes  to  me  during  my 
enforced  sick  leave  in  the  middle  of  the  year,

I wish  again  to  submit  my  contribution  to 
the  Annual  Report  for  1962. 

Construction  work  commenced  at  the  Sewage 
Farm  on  distribution  channels  and  installation  of  pumping 
equipment  as  approved  by  the  Council  and  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government.  Work  was  also  commenced  on  the  new  surface 
water  sewer  in  Pool  Road  to  alleviate  surcharging  in  the  foul 
sewer  in  this  area.  The  sewer  crossing  over  the  river  at  Kings 
Bridge  was  completed. 

However,  much  remains  to  be  done  with  the 
sewer  system  and  the  Council  have  approved  that  a survey  be 
carried  out  on  the  entire  sewer  system.  As  previously  reported 
I feel  that  urgent  matters  to  be  dealt  with  include  storm  water 
overflows,  inf iltration, exfiltration,  cleansing, removal  of  water 
mains  from  sewer  manholes  etc.  and  should  be  dealt  with  os  speed- 
ily os  possible  when  the  complete  report  is  presented  to  the 
Council. 

Much  remains  to  be  done  in  regard  to  Slum 
Clearance.  In  1955  the  Council’s  approved  Slum  Clearance  programme 
envisaged  dealing  with  341  unfit  houses  in  10  years  from  that 
dote  of  which  191  were  priority  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  first  5 
years,  8 years  have  now  elapsed  and  only  155  houses  hove  been 
dealt  with  leaving  186  of  this  original  scheme  of  which  8?  were 
given  priority  in  1955  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  first  5 years. 

The  Council  also  during  the  year  instructed 
Thomas  Morgan  & Partners  to  go  into  the  question  of  diversion  of 
the  now  infamous  Green  Brook.  A suggested  scheme  has  been  put  to 
the  Council  in  which  diversion  would  take  place  at  the  top  of  the 
Garth  Owen  Estate  running  to  Hantoer  and  thence  discharge  to 
river.  This  would  prevent  flooding  in  the  Garth  Owen  and  Town 
area  from  this  source.  The  problem  of  the  now  dangerous  culvert 
under  the  Ladywell  Street  area  could  then  be  dealt  with,  which  is 
imperative  because  of  its  condition  and  possible  flooding  risk 
with  subsequent  complete  collapse. 

I would  once  again  wish  to  record  my  thanks 
both  to  the  Health  Committee  and  fellow  officials  for  their 
continued  interest  and  support
